After a Murderer. 


On Wednesday eight tramps passed 


through Bedford. The crowd cor sist- 
ed~oTfive colored men and two women 
and one white man. Policeman O'Shea, 
thinking that one of the negroes an- 
swered the description of Elias Will- 
iams, who is charged with committing 
murder at Media, informed Deputy. 
Sheriff Charles Cogan of his suspicions 
and the two officers started after the 
hoboes 
They soon overtook them and 


placed the snspeet under arrest. Mr. 
Cogan, who is nothing if not accurate, 
had a t»»e line with him and carefully 
measured the prisoner. In many re- 
spects he tallied with the description 
of the murderer and he was brought 
to Bsdford. After his arrival here he 
was able to satisfy his captors that he 
was not the man they wanted. The 
officers let him go and soon after- 
ward started after another msmbar of 
the gang who had left his companions 
just before Messrs Cogan and O'Shea 
made the arrest. The officers did not 
find this fellow. 
One of the women 


was arrested in Everett, but we did not] 
learn the charge preferred against her. 


Soggestedbya Disgraceful Social and Re- 


ligious Condition. 


To the uood people 
ofSed.ford,areetlng'<: 


Let us burn our Bibles, close our 


churches, disband our Grand Army 
post, surrender the charters of all cur 
fraternal societies and eradicate from 
our brains and hearts the sublime 
teachings of the meek and lowly Savior, 
and let us return to the pagan and bar- 
barous condition of our uncivilized 
kindred, who still inhabit the remote 
corners of God's green earth, and learn 
from Diem how to respect, venerate and 
care for our dead. 


These are not idle reflections. They 


were forced upon us by on actual condi- 
tion existing in our town today; and 
this condition is a sad commentary OE 
the religious, the patriotic and the so- 
cial sentiment of our people. If our 
churches, our schools, our fraternal 
and patriotic organizations cannot in- 
culcate and elaborate a spirit of relig 
ion and patriotism and brotherly-love 
in our minds and hearts then, indeed, 
have they ignominiously failed in the 
objects and purposes of their founda- 
tion, support and continuance. 


Poor old Abe Oyler was not all that 


he should have been—but he was a 


man, 
a brother, an elector, a guard- 


ian of our liberties, a one-legged old 
soldier, a 
deserving pensioner on 


the bounty of the nation. Can it te 
true that our obligations to him and 
his afflicted family were canceled by 
his death? 
Answer me, ye patriotic 


citizens; ye old soldiers; ye members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 


When he died, as he had lived, some 


years ago.he left a poor,simple-minded 
and affl'eted widow, who had been the 
partner of his joys and sorrows from 
early life, to struggle along life's 
weary highway, oppressed, cast down 
and well-nigh overcome with burdens 
which (God only knows why) were 
saddled upon her. How well or how 
ill she performed her duties to her 
family and to society, it is not for us 
to question nor discuss. Let the man 
or the woman, who is without fault in 
these respects, cast aspersion upon her 
character and criticize her conduct. 


But answer, had she no claims on 


society, no claims on the patriotic 
sympathy of our people, no claims on 
the church of our loving, considerate, 
sympathizing and forgiving Savior ? 
Did she receive any such sympathy and 
concern during her 
life ? Dead, I 


know, it was measured out to her with 
meagre dole. 


Six men of our town were appealed 


to and promised members of her sad- 
dened family to attend her funeral and 
act as pall-bearers When the last sad 
rites were about to be performed but 
two of the six exptcttd carriers ap- 
peared, so that her mortal remains had 
to be carried from her humble home to 
the hearse by the two attending car- 
riers, assisted by the undertaker and 
the only male citizen who came to the 
funeral, and by two colored men, who 
kindly responded when requested to 
come in and lend a helping hand in 
the difficult burden-bearing. 


Is such arrangement Bedford's idea 


of Christian burial ? Let me say in 
justice to womanhood, that, ss on 
another occasion, nineteen hundred 
years ago, four Christian women of the 
town remembered 
their duty, and 


touched with pity, attended the house 
of mourning. 


Simple services were conducted by 


Rev. 
Mr. Hendncks, and all that re- 


mained of the widow of Abraham 
Oyler, dead and forgotten, was return 
ed to Mother Earth. Oh, Death, you 
were victorious. Ob, Grave, ycu had a 
sting, but you bad to triumph over an 
old widow of an old soldier, who had 
lived her life for 70 years,eight month 
and four days in Bedford and its vicin

Early Sunday morning John Claar, 


of Bloomfleld township, attempted to 
murder his wife and son and then com- 
mitted suicide by hanging himself on 
a walnut tree about a hundred yards 
west of his house. 
Mrs. Claar, who 


was seriously wounded, tells the fol- 
lowing story of the awful crime: Be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'clock her husband 
arose and went downstairs, as she sup- 
posed, to get a drink of water. When 
he returned he had a butcher knife, 
with which he stabbed her three times 
in the region of the heart. Their son, 
who was sleeping in the same room 
was aroused, and went to his mother's 
aid. The father, turning to him, said, 
"I havn killed mother and I will kill 
you also." After a despersto struggle 
the yonng man succeeded in getting 
possession of the knife and then ran 
out to notify the neighbors. 
The 


would-be murderer followed him atd 
seized a mattock, but he could not 
catch his son. The father then went 
in the direction of the ridge west of 
the house. 


Young Claar returned with G D. Al- 


bright and Charles Snyder and they 
found the elder Clear hanging to a 
walnut tree, dead Justice S H. Hm- 
kle was notified and Dr. Cnarles John- 
son, of Clayshurg, was summoned to 
dress Mrs. Claar's wounds. 
Her 


'njuries were so serious that the phy- 
sician sent for Dr Nason, of Roaring 
Spring. 
After an examination the 


doctors found that the woman was in a 
critical condition. 
She is about 70 


years old. 


In the meantime Justice Hinkle had 


summoned the following citizens ts 
jurors and held an inquest over tbe body 
of the suicide: E. C. Pole, G. D. Al- 
bright, Charles Snyder, Frank Al- 
bright, E. H. Line and Edward A • 
bright. 


It is believed that Claar w»s insane. 


One of our correspondents says that 
"about two years ago a strange charac- 
ter tried to secure Mr. Claar's signa- 
ture, making him believe there was a 
large fortune for him somewhere. This 
fortune never turned up, but it eadly 
wrecked his mind." The suicide was 
aged G4 years, six months and two 
days. He formerly lived at Salemville, 
but for the past year and a half resided 
at Baker's Summit. 
His body was 


buried at Salemville on Monday. The 
funeral services were held in the Dun- 
kard church at that place and were 
conducted by Elders Dively and Hoi- 
singer.

IN THE MEXICAN 
WAR.

Reminiscences of a Veteran— Supporting 


Captain Steptoe-i Battery. 


Companies E, L and M were assign- 


ed the honorable; responsible and per- 
ilous dnty of supporting Captain Step- 
toe's brilliant battery, located out on 
the open plain. 
We were stationed 


some few hundred ya-da to the rear 
and on the left flank of the gnus. And 
this was the first time we were under 
the direct fire of artillery and were 
obliged to lie down on the stretch of 
ground among the pulque stocks, as 
flat as a bowling-alley. The battery 
was not in position until the Mexican 
guns on the fort let loose the dogs of 
war, and did for all that was in it — 
'plowing np the ground" with shot 
and shell, many of them rolling and 
bounding hundreds of yards to our 
rear. Sheila burstin the air, scattering 
their fragments in every direction 
Daring the night the scene was gor- 
geous in all its vividness— great fiaibes 
of fire leaped from the bursting shells 
in the air and lighted up the aky in 
one transparent glare of fire. 


In our critical position we soon 


caught onto the great puffi of flame 
and fire on the castle and the shell and 
round shot tearing through the air 
and in our discretion dropped flat on 
the ground and the missiles passed 
over us, Leaping, rolling and tearirg 
for a half mile to our rear. I tell yen. 
a position of that kind was not an 
enviable one. Supporting the battery 
wss not all the peril we were obliged 
to meet, for on our rear and flank, far 
out on the stretch of plain, 1,000 
mounted and well equipped "Lancers'i 
hovered day and night to dislodge, or 
capture, Captain Steptce'sbattery ard 
annihilate the three companies of in- 
fantry supporting the guns. 
It was a 


lovely day in the tropics and the sur, '« 
golden orb was brilliant far out over 
the plain. "To the charge" came the 
bugle sound; and one thousand mount- 
ed horsemen advanced In single open 
column. They were the "Capital Na- 
tional" . troops of the city, equipped 
with lance, sword and short carbine, 
fine specimens of the Spanish and Mex- 
ican soldiers, who sat on their well 
drilled horses like knights of old aid 
charged forward with cool delibera- 
tion, their swords and lances flashing in 
the noonday sun, like a bost of ancient 
warriors; but they could not withstand 
a volley from our well directed ranks. 
The bugle sounded retreat, and they 
fell back in disorder, with saddles 
riderless and horses going down to 
death, and great gaps were trade la 
their ranks. Again, they rally to the 
charge, at the call of the bugle, and 
the great column of troops comes for- 
ward at a quick pace, with drawn sabc r 
and flashing lance. 0] they come to 
within a few hundred feet; and we 
pour a volley into their ranks; tbe 
line wavers and many horses go dowi ; 
the line breaks and a hasty retreat is 
precipitated and over the great stretch 
of plain they fly and reorganize. 


Again the colonel reformed tbe 


scattered columns of his troop — to sally 
out, at the shrill call of the bugle, to 
the charge for the last time. They ad- 
vanced promptly and deployed in tbe 
direction of Steptoe's battery. Out o i 
the plain a short halt was made t3 
dress up ranks and consolidate col- 
umns. Bnt before the charge was or- 
dered Captain Steptoe's keen eye er- 
abled him to drop a shell or two in 
their ranks, playing havoc among th > 
troops and their horses. On the morn- 
ing of September 13 at 
9 o'clock 


we withdrew from the battery and 
joined the regiment in Tacubaya, prior 
to the assault on Fortress Chapultepec.

THE CALLAHAN ROBBERY. 


PERSONAL NOTES. 


TliB Real Perpetrator! of the Outrage Re- 


vealed by Confession of One of the 


Robbers. 


From Various 


Potato Picked 


On May 12, 1883, between 11 and 12 


o'clock at night, the house of Daniel 
and John Callahan, in West St. Clair 
township, 
was entered by masked 


burglars, who stole a silver watch and 
two chains belonging to Daniel Calla- 
han and 827 in money that belonged to 
John Callahan, and assaulted and beat 
the said Callahans with the intent, as 
they believe, to kill them, in order to 
carry out the robbery. 
Suspicion 


rested upon Jesse Crum, Harrison 
Oldham, George and John Layton, all 
of whom lived in Somerset county, 
about five miles from the home of the 
Callahans, as being the parties who 
committed the crime. 
Information 


wss made against them on May 31, 
following, and on June 1 they were ar- 
rested and committed to jail, the of- 
fence not being bailable before a jus- 
tice of the peace. A few days there- 
after they were admitted to bail on 
habeas corpus proceedings for their 
appearance at September court for 
trial. 
Frank Fletcher, district at- 


torney at that time, took a great deal 
of interest in the case and went upon 
the ground and visited the witnesses 
—ho were supposed to be able to give 
testimony against the 
defendants. 


After making a thorough investigation 
of the case and of the testimony he 
came to the conclusion that, under the 
law, there could not be sufficient evi- 
dence produced to warrant a convic- 
tion of the defendants, and after con- 
sulting with his associate counsel in 
the case, the late Hon. John Cessna, 
he deemed it his duty as the prosecut- 
ing officer to enter a nolle prosequi in 
the case. 
The defendants 
seemed 


anxious for the trial, contending that 
they were innocent and that an ac- 
quittal by jury would be a vindication 
for them, as they claimed they had 
always borne a good character for 
honesty in the community in which 
they had been born and raised. 


Time rolled on. 
Some believing 


these men were innocent and others 
that if they were not actually guilty 
they had knowledge as to who the 
guilty parties were. On the 29th of 
March, 1903, John Callahan received 
through the mails at his postofflce ad- 
dress, Ryot, the following letter: 


MEYBBSDALE, PA., March 29,1903. 


Callahan Brothers, 


MY D«AB SIRS : I have just been inform- 


ed by a former neighbor of yours that sus- 
picion still rests on Oldham. Crum and 
others of that neighborhood oi being guilty 
of robbing yon in May, 1833. I wish to in- 
form you that I and others robbed you and 
the parties named are innocent of any con- 
nection therewith and that you will do all 
you can to remove suspicion from those 
parties and I beg you to foTgive me of my 
part in it, as 1 feel sure that God has for- 
given me, 1 was brought to a realization 
of the enormity of my sins and sought and 
found salvation through Christ's atoning 
blood and am trying to live down my past 
sinful life by living a life for Christ. I will 
close by wishing you a happy, prosperous 
life in him and a home in heaven by and 
by. 
Yours in love,

:ial strength, the Marconi wireless tel- 
egraph. It was only the other night

We were looking for Sir 
Thomas L'pton and his gallant racing 
fleet, and the answer received to our 
reply sounded very much like one of 
Mocdy and Sankey's hymns, "Hold the 
Fort, for I Am Coming." The Marconi 
telegraph is not only coming, but it IF 
tere 
Sir Thomas arrives with a flush 


cf his coming victory on his good- 
looking face. He ccmes prepared to 
curry back America's Cup for which he 
has struggled so long and so manfully. 
If we must let it go back we would 
rather Sir Thomas L'pton should be 
the victor than any other yachtsman— 
high or low—from Holyhead to the 
Tweed 
The excitement of the coming 


yacht race is much greater than on any 
previous occasion and we look for a 
race that will break the record.

"Woe to Him Who Ioorea«Bth That 


•Which IB Not His."

CINCINNATI, June 29 —"The Nature 


of Monopoly." This was the subject 
of a sermon by Rev. Herbert S. Bige- 
low at the Vine Street Congregational 
church yesterday. 


Text: Woe to him that inereaseth 


that which is not his. Heb 2:7. 


The day is passed, ssid Mr. Bigelow, 


for swaying men by the citation of 
scriptural authority. That is well. 
Who does not know what confusion of 
thought 
and viciousness of conduct 


have resulted 
from the practice of 


silencing reason with scripture texts ? 


Shakespeare never said a truer thing 


than when he declared: "The devil 
can cite scripture for his purpose " 


It recreant preachers wish to furniih 


comfort to monopolists they will find 
as much scripture for their purpose ae 
did the preachers who justified from 


Holy Writ" that cruder form of servi- 


tude called chattel slavery. 


Even some of the reported sayings 


of Jesus are not incapable of being 
pressed into such a cause. 


In Matthew 20:15. we read: "Is it 


not lawful for me to do what I will 
with mine own ?" 
This is the ulti- 


matum with which an employer re- 
jected a petition for higher wages. I 
wonder that the pulpit apologists for 
existing wrongs have not made use of 
this text. Mr. Pariy's sermons might 
all be preached from it. The men who 
"have nothing to arbitrate" would find 
comfort in it. 


There 
is another passage which 


might give them some comfort pro- 
vided they do not look too closely into 
its meaning, and that is the parable ol 
the unprofitable servant. 
Here we 


have the familiar picture of a shrewd 
and not over-scrupulous monopolist- 
one of those men who have no interest 
in any principle save the principal 
which yields them interest. Let the 
servant describe him. 


"Lord, I knew thee that thou art a 


hard man, reaping where thou didst 
not sow and gathering where thou 
didst not scatter." 


Of course this monopolist is not com- 


mended in the parable. Neither is he 
condemned. If one were looking for 
the scriptural authority to reap the 
fruits of other men's labor he might 
easily persuade himself that he found 
it here. 


Then there is the famous reminder 


that we have the poor always with ua. 
We know what valiant service that text 
has done in the cause of economic 
slavery. Jesus might also have said: 
"The slaves ye have always with yon." 
He would have stated a fact. And it 


hit upon; the base of all monopoly when 
he said : 


"L?.nd is limited in quantity, while 


the demand for it, in a prosperous 
country, is constantly ircreasing. Tbe 
incomes of landowners are rising while 
they are s'eeping, through the general 
proererity produced by the labor and 
outlay of other people." 


In the last fif'ein years the land 


value in the city of Boston has increas- 
ed 8245,000,000. 
That money is the 


property of the city ol Boston. But by 
land monopoly it has been diverted 
into private p-ckets. 


Woe to that city and woe to that 


civilization which permits the few thus 
to increase that which is not theirs.

Of all Napoleon's Insanities, for they 


were nothing less, the climax was the 
Invasion of Russia. What motive can 
he have had for tills, saving delirious 
ambition, aud, what was also undoubt- 
edly strong in him, sheer love of the 
bloody game of war? 
He evidenly 


reckoned on encountering the Russian 
army of defense nearer the frontier, 
winning an Austerlitz or a Jena, dictat- 
ing terms as he bad dictated tbem to 
Austria or Prussia, nnd returning to 
Paris In triumph. He was deceived In 
the character of his enemy. He tried 
In vain to force a battle at Sinolensko. 
The Russians instead o£ Sighting him 
near the frontier retreated before him, 
gave up their country to his ravages, 
compelled him to mnke a march in 
which he lost a great part of bis enor- 
mous host and after handling him 
very severely at Borodino evacuated 
Moscow, leaving it In [lames. They 
then refused to treat with him. He 
had consequently to decamp without 
having provided for retreat or subsist- 
once. He lost almost his entire army 
in the wintry wastes and but for the 
extraordinary conduct of Kutusoff in 
letting him and bis guard pass unop- 
posed would himself have fallen into 
the hands of the enemy. This error 
was on a far more imposing scale and 
more tragical than any blunder of 
Beaulieu or Mack. But was it less of 
a blunder or less of a detraction from 
the reputation of tbe man of action or 
even from that of tbe commander? It 
Is frightful to think what power a 
despot has for evil. There was prob- 
ably not a sou! on either side, saving 
Napoleon himself, who desired tbe 
Russian expedition.—Goldwin Smitb in 
Atlantic. __

The 
girls in the store have contributed out 
of their scant wages to buy their sister- 
worker clothes necessary for her wed- 
ding. 


Last week I received a letter from a 


manufactured in Pittsburg. The day 
he wrote twenty men had called at his 
factory seeking work. 
Half of these 


men could be hired for $1.25 a day or 
less 
In his factory men are working 


for nine dollars a week and less. That 
wage will buy such food and housing 
as the poor are accustomed to, but it 
cannot buy such food and housing as 
working men ought to be able to com- 
mand. How can such men. afford to 
lose three days' time and spend money 
for railroad fare to attend a conven- 
tion of their political party? 
They 


stay at home and work. Those who 
have money go. 
Thus wealth rules 


and the poor man's freedom becomes a 
name only. 


"Suppose we substitute "slavery" for 


the world "poverty" and "slave" for 
"poor man." Then we should read: 


"I am sure that the slave's dignity 


and freedom, his self-respect and ener- 
gy, depend upon his cordial knowl- 
edge that his slavery is a true region 
and a kind of life, with its own chances 
of character, its own springs of happi- 
ness and revelations of God. Let him 
resist the characterlessness which of- 
ten comes with being a slave. Let him 
insist on respecting the condition where 
he lives. Let him learn to love it." 


We all feel the mockery of that. So 


would we feel the mockery of all thia 
praise of poverty if we understood that 
we have monopolies today which are 
forms of slavery and that from this 
slavery comes that condition of hope- 
less drudgery which we call poverty. 


The world has greater need of preach- 


ers to expose the nature of monopoly 
than to declaim the blessings of pover- 
ty.
